FOUND GDILTY OF 
GROSS CARELESSNESS. 


They Are Discharged 
From the 


Employ of the Southern Pacific 


Because of a Wreck. 


Gross recklessness and disregard of 


the rules of the Southern Pacific Ball- 
road Company by the rreight crew 
were the findings' reached by Division 
Superintendent Pa:rner of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Cc-mpany, today, In 
his inquiry as to the cause of the col- 
lision, last Thursday nlgrht between a 
loaded meat car and the Alameia local 
train at First and Feralta streets and 
as a consequence. Switch Engineer T. 
H. Whistler, and Yard Foreman M. K. 
Mock -were immediately dismissed from 
the service of the Southern Pacific 
Company. 
—^ 


The verdict was returned against the 


crew which at the time of the collision 
were attached to the switch engine and 
which included engine fireman, F. Wil- 
liams, and yard switchmen, George M. 
Btack and Joseph Lazelie. 


No action was taken with respect to 


the last three because they were acting 
In a subordinate capacity, the t-vo em- 
ployes discharged being In control of 
the train. 


NOT EXONERATED. 


They are not exonerated, however, 


•because officials declare that even La- 
zelle, who was severely injured in the 
collision, had no right to be where he 
was at the time he was injured and that 
he should have made an attempt to 
turn on the air. 


The actions, of these men will, in some 


measure, affect their record as employes 
of the company.

SIGNALS DISREGARDED. 


The charge of recklessness was sustain- 


ed by proof that.the switch engineer ami 
crew. In pushing the meat car, had dis- 
regarded three means of preventing ac- 
cidents.

tion" signal at the corner of Pi'ne and 
First streets. 
The next was the auto- 


matic block signal 
at Peralta street, 


which was set and 'which was Intended 
to exclude the freight engine from that 
part of tho line until after the Alameda 
local had left Broadway station. 
The 


next was the disregard of the two dan-' 
ge'r signals on the rear of the Alameda 
train, the light of which .could be seen 
for a distance of 1100 feet. 


FIRST 
STORY OF 
WRECK. 


On tho night of the accident, It was 


stated In behalf of the freight crew, that 
the Alamcda train had stopped near Pe- 
ralta street and that no brakeman had 
been sent back by the conductor to flag 
any oncoming train. It was also alleged 
that there were.no danger lights dis- 
played on the rear of the.local train. 


RECKLESSNESS ADMITTED.' 


These statements were controverted to- 


day, the contrary in each 
case being 


shown, name!y, that the local, train when 
struck by th? freight was in motion and 
that the usual rear danger signals were 
ir. place and burning. The freight crew 
even admitted that the local was under 
way and that the danger signals were 
displayed. 


It is considered remarkable that no loss 


of life followed the collision. No one was 
.-ieriously injured, and the shattered' roll- 
ing stock can be repaired for a few hun- 
dred dollars. 


Yard Foreman Mock had been in the

A CLOSING STAMPEDE. 


It was a peculiar finish to so closely- 


contested a campaign. Four days be- 
fore election, 
Crocker and

were- nip and tuck, It being almost an 
Impossibility to tell which one 
was 


ahead; Schmitz was so certain a win- 
changed with Gattling guns, 
changed with gattling guns. 


It stands to reason that some very 


radical moves must have been m<ide to

n. time and those who were In a posi- 
tion to know whatwas going on had no 
difficulty In locating them. 
The first 


and prim-e reason for' the slump was

Sohmitz'-victory therefore cannot be 


deprived of any of Its laurels by the 
argument that Lane's supporters beat 
Crocker and he is Justly entitled" to. 
every, credit that went - with it.- -His 
campaign was .ably mapped out and 
splendidly managed and Abe'Ruef well 
deserves the congratulations that are 
being showered upon him. 


Schmi'tz' position before the.public was 


a strong one. 
He used, as one of his 


principal arguments, the thunder launch- 
ed at him by his opponents when he won 
two years ago. 
At that time they pre- 


dicted all kinds of dire calamities for the 
city, because 1't was to be represented bv 
a labor Mayor, and foretold that under 
his administration there would be a de- 
pression of business and a falling ort of 
values. 
After quoting this, Schmitz was 


able to show that exactly the contrary 
had proved the case. Facts and figures 
conclusively radicated that San Francis- 
co had never enjoyed two more prosper- 
ous years than these of his adminlstrj,- 
tlcn. and no one could dispute the state- 
ment that not only had property values 
almost doubled, but more office buildings, 
residences and improvements haci been 
launched during his offlci'a! career than 
In any other two years in the city's r-fc- 
tory.

of having public opinion moulded against 
them by a united press, the wage-earn- 
ers will, In the Examiner, have a force 
in the field that is bound to assert itself. 
When Hearst gets 1'nto a flght, his am- 
munition of money and brainy managers* 
has, in the past, always brought results 
and -he certainly sees opportunities for 
success in Los Angeles or else he would 
not have invaded tho field. 


Suppose, therefore-- and the hypothe- 


sis is well warranted—that Hearst suc- 
ceeds" in building up the labor unions In 
Southern California, it Is r.ot a very wild 
fjlght of imagination to figure out how 
three.years from now Californra may have 
a labor Governor. 
• Or 
course, 
!f the 


Democrats united with the Republicans 
against this new grant, they could easily 
defeat It, but they are not,likely to do 
so. 
Instead of such a coalitfon, the most, 


probable programme is that the Demo- 
crats bei'ng so sadly in the minority as a 
State party, will endezrcr to make a 
combination with the Unionists and get 
behind a mixed ticket. 
The Republicans 


will certainly not enter into any alliance 
of the kind, and as the Labor leaders will 
be seeking strength, it is mere likely than 
Improbable that they wi'll jcin hands with 
the Democrats and make their fight upon 
that basis.

the unions not properly moulded political- 
ly, the workingmen succeeded last, year in 
ousting Congressman Kahn and sending 
E. J. Llvernash to Washington in 
his 


place. 
Kahn wants the nomination again 


next year and will probably get It. though 
as to the outcome at the polls there are 
now grave apprehensions on the part 
of the Republicans. 
Looking the situa- 


tion squarely :'n the face, it must be ad- 
mitted that the candidate of the Labor 
party and Democrats combined has far 
better prospects next year than Kahn or 
whoever the Republicans may nominate. 


The Fifth District should be safe enough 


for the Republicans, but. it is by no 
means a sure thing. 
Cor.Kressman Wynn 


is distinctly a Labor representative and 
as the unions are very strong in San Jose 
as well as In the San Francisco end of 
the district, he 
certainly 
has a good 


fighting chance to go buck to Washfng- 
ton. 
Much will depend upon the per- 


sonality of the Individual who gets the 
Republican nominatfon in the district. 


There has been a Irttle tnlk around tcwn 


that Schmitz will be a canlidate for Con- 
gress, but on the face of things the rumor 
can be dismissed 
forthwith, 
Schmitz' 


flght for re-election and Puef's great ef- 
forts in his behelf were a'.I with the ob- 
ject of securing control in the city and 
county.

JEFFRIES SAYS EX-CHAMPION IS 


A MAN TO WATCH IN THE 


RING. 


Purrng the past six months there has 


been more or less discussion as to whe- 
ther James J. Corbett really has a stiff 
punch or not and opinion seems to be 
evenly divided on the subject. 
Those 


who have fought him are really the best 
able to judge and heretorfore they have 
kept silent on the subject.

terview recently, Jeffries di'scussed Cor- 
bet c's fighting abilities and had the fol- 
lowing to say:

There 
is the only place that, anybody ever-hurt 
me. 
None of the blows that Corbett or 
Fit:: put into my body ever distressed me 
in the least. 
Fltz is a hard puncher, 
but in our fights he never dazed me the 
way Corbett did i'n our first battle. 
"In Frisco F!tz cut me all to pieces.. 
No other man ever damaged me that way, 
but. for all that I was never In dange» 
at all. I remember that Fitzsimmons was 
hlttlnr awfully 
hard, and 
his _blows 
landed, but they didn't stun. 
"Of all the other men I have fought 
none ever had me hurt. 
Sharfcey ham- 
mered • me. 
He didn't land often, 
but 
when he di'd It was a hard punch. Still. 
I can say that Sharkey did not daze me at 
all in our fights. 
"Xow, as to what I consider my best 
blow. . It Is a left 
hook. in 
the body. 
That is the punch that puts them all 
down when it lands. That is the one that 
I put In on Corbett a few times, and it 
took all the fight out of him. I Mte to 
get in with a few body punches. 
They 
have a lot of..effect in taking the steam 
out of 'the* other 'man and "making h'im 
an easy mark -for the knockout."

STORIES OF GLADSTONE 


John Morlev In his life of Gladstone 
ells how the,latter received his flrst 
nvltation from Queen Victoria to form 
a ministry. It was in 1868. He writes: 
'On the afternoon of December 1 he 
received at Hawarden the communi- 
cation from' Winsor. 'I was standing 
by 
him,' says 
Mr. Evelyn Ashley, 
holding'his Coat on my arm -while he 
In his shirt sleeves wag wielding ah 
ax to cut down a tree, tin came a, tel- 
egraph messenger. 
He took the tele- 
gram, opened it 
and read It, then 
handed It to me, speaking only two 
•words, "Very significant," and at once 
resumed 
his 
v»ork. 
The message 
merelv 
stated 
that 
General 
Grey 
would arrive that evening from Win- 
sor. 
This, of course, implied that a, 
mandate was coming from the qLuee-u 
charging Mr. Gladstone with the for- 
mation of his first government. After 
a few minutes the blows ceased and 
Mr. Gladstone, resting on the handle 
of his ax, looked up and with deep ear- 
nestness In his 'voice and great In- 
tensity in his face, exclaimed: 
"My 
mission is to pacify Ireland." He then 
resumed his task and never said an- 
other word until the tree was down." 
'Gladstone's prolixity in his writings 
Is Illustrated by this anecdote: 
"On 
the occasion of the Irish church bill 
of 1869 the prime minister sent to the 
queen a print of its clauses and along 
with this draft ,a letter covering over 
a dozen close'ly written quarto pages 
In explanation. Himself intensely ab- 
sorbed and his1 whole soul possessed 
by the vital Importance of what he 
was doing,1 he eould not conceive that 
the sovereign, nursing a decided dis- 
like to his policy, should not eagerly 
desire to get to the bottom of the pro- 
visions for 
carrying the policy out. 
The ciueen read the letter and re-read 
It, and then in despair desirect a gen- 
tleman practiced in dealing with parr 
liamentary bills, happening at that 
time to be at Osborne, to • supply her 
with the summary." 
Gladstone's biography tells of a 
royal party at Winsor In Queen .Vic- 
toria's reign, which after dining, lit- 
stantly took to cards. The sUms In- 


the

In his life of Gladstone Mr. Morley 


quotes a quaint letter written by the 
premier to Lord Granville In 1886, af- 
ter the former's Irish home rule policy 
had alienated most of the peers of En- 
gland.
